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ircuit Court Judge Cornelius J. Har- 
rington, on June 20, 1955, refused to 
issue an injunction which would have 
halted prosecution of cases now pending 
in the County Court of Cook County 
against nine dental laboratory technicians 
who, on investigation, have been found 
to be dealing directly with the public. 

Six of these defendants or their em- 
ployers filed suit on November 10, 1954, 
alleging the Chicago Dental Society, Vera 
M. Binks, Director of the Department of 
Registration and Education of Illinois, 
and John Gutknecht, State’s Attorney of 
Cook County, were parties to a conspiracy 
to harass the named dental laboratories 
and technicians and to induce them to 
violate the Dental Practice Act and thus 
entrap them. 

_ The suit was brought in behalf of 
plaintiffs and all other persons and cor- 
porations similarly engaged in the dental 
laboratory business. Plaintiffs referred in 
their complaint to the injunction suit re- 
cently decided against the laboratories by 
Judge Frank M. Padden in the Superior 
Court, and asked that prosecution of 
pending criminal cases be enjoined until 
the Supreme Court of Illinois decides the 
constitutional law questions raised in the 
appeal in the injunction case. 


Court Refuses to Enjoin Prosecution of Labs 


Judge Harrington upheld the position 
of the Chicago Dental Society and of the 
State’s Attorney and Attorney General in 
holding that he had no jurisdiction to 
enjoin law enforcement officials from per- 
forming their duties, and he entered a 
final order dismissing the complaint. 

Defendants in the criminal cases seek- 
ing delay in prosecution are: Eli Sutker 
and Lester Sutker, of Allied Dental Re- 
liner Company, 32 N. State St.; Char- 
lotte Heinsheimer, of Clark Dental Labo- 
ratory, 2656 N. Clark St.; Jack H. White, 
of Cleveland Dental Plate Laboratory, 
2326 Cicero Ave., Cicero; Andrew Dan- 
cho, of Dancho Laboratory, 2605 S. Ked- 
zie Ave.; Thomas Shanahan, owner of 
Shanahan Laboratory, 120 N. Cicero 
Ave., Chicago, and George Hall, one of 
his employees; Charles P. Schroeck, of 
Schroeck Laboratory, 3101 N. Albany; 
and L. A. Trankina, 3538 W. North Ave. 

This decision, coming exactly two 
months after that of Judge Padden in the 
injunction case, marks the second victory 
over the advertising laboratories in the 
courts of Cook County within recent 
weeks. It is to be hoped that the State’s 
Attorney will proceed as soon as possible 
to prosecute the criminal cases now pend- 
ing in the County Court.

THE INFLUENCE OF LOCAL 


ANESTHETICS ON LIVING TISSUE 


IN WHITE RATS 


Using homozygotic white rats, a study 
of the effect of local anesthetics on wound 
healing was made using procaine, mono- 
caine and xylocaine, including any in- 
fluence exerted by epinephrine. As a 
means of evaluation a method of assess- 
ing the rate of healing by measuring the 
tensile strength was complimented by 
histological examination of biopsy speci- 
mens. The effects of changes of the blood 
flow and skin temperature were rated 
and recorded. 

An effort was made to eliminate and 
evaluate all of the variables using control 
wounds on the same animal for compari- 
son. 

A 2 per cent solution of procaine with 
epinephrine 1 to 40,000 delayed healing 
35 per cent and in further tests it was 
shown that the epinephrine was the 
causative agent. Procaine alone gave only 
a 1.9 per cent decrease in healing. 

A solution of 1.5 per cent monocaine 
with epinephrine 1 to 100,000 retarded 
healing over 28 per cent. Monocaine in 
I per cent solution without epinephrine 
decreased tensile strength 9 per cent. 

In testing the effect of xylocaine it was 
found that a 2 per cent solution without 
epinephrine reduced tensile strength 37 
per cent while a .5 per cent solution re- 
duced it 19 percent. _ 

In direct comparison tests xylocaine 
showed a 36 per cent decrease in tensile 
strength compared to that of procaine. 

A series of tests indicated that metal 
ions which were present in all commer- 
cial solutions of xylocaine were not the 
cause of the impaired wound healing. 

In experiments noting circulatory reac- 
tions to procaine, monocaine and xylo- 
caine it was found that all solutions pro- 
duced a pallor of the skin in white rats 


while in man they produced a redness 
or distinct rubor of the skin. 

Temperature recordings showed no rise 
in the white rat but a distinct increase 
in man at the site of injection. 

In further experiments in which ani- 
mals were killed at intervals of % hour 
to seven days after injection, both macro- 
scopic and microscopic examinations 
were made. Gross haemorrhages in the 


_tissues and severe histological changes in 


and around the vessels were noted. Both 
xylocaine and procaine produced these 
changes but those from procaine were 
neither so marked or destructive. 

These degenerative changes reached 
their maximum two days after injection. 
The reparative stage occurred on the 
third day. 

These experimental findings cannot be 
applied to clinical work and at this time 
the author still prefers xylocaine as a 
local anesthetic. 

It is suggested that further study be 
made of the effect of trauma on the tis- 
sues.—By G. Bjorlin. Odontologisk Revy, 
Vol. 5, Sup.

PERIPHERAL CONTROL WITH 
ALGINATE FULL DENTURE 
IMPRESSIONS 


The general aim of a denture impres- 
sion technique is to obtain maximum re- 
tention and stability without damage to 
the supporting tissue. It is known that 
resorption occurs under dentures and is 
accelerated by them. 

The author reviews other concepts of 
the explanation for retention of dentures 
including adhesion, cohesion, surface 
tension and atmospheric pressure. All of 
these forces except atmospheric pressure 
require close contact of the surfaces. An 
alginate impression will provide this. 

It seems agreed that a posterior palatal

Answers to Frequently Asked Questions 


(1.) Why is it necessary to have 
politics in the Chicago Dental So- 
ciety? 

Much of the progress made in these 
United States has been the result of the 
competitive nature of the setup of our 
business. Competition has been healthy 
and has accounted for much of our ad- 
vancements. So too, in any dental so- 
ciety, politics kept on a fairly clean basis 
can do much for the progress of that so- 
ciety. If any one group were allowed to 
be in power too long, the organization. 
as a whole would suffer from stagna- 
tion. New blood brings in new ideas—- 
changing politics is like changing water 
in a swimming pool—it keeps the pool 
clean and fresh. Politics are necessary in 
the Chicago Dental Society to maintain 
the competitive system and assure a 
change of leadership in the administra- 
tion of our affairs. 

(2.) Why do we have to enter into 
national politics? 

For years dentistry has avoided playing 
politics on the national level because we 
felt that it was degrading and much be- 
neath our dignity. This attitude left us 
wide open to attack from any group or 
persons who cared to pick on us. The 
gradual change of the federal govern- 
ment toward socialism caught us unpre- 
pared, and as a minority group we found 
ourselves in the middle. We had to learn 
the hard way that “the wheel that makes 
the most noise gets the most grease.” If 
we do not play national politics, we may 
find the profession of dentistry in the 
United States reduced to the dismal level 


of dentistry in England or other socialis-. 


tic countries. 

(3.) What right does the Chicago 
Dental Society have to advocate the 
fluoridation of the Chicago water 
supply? 

The sole purpose of fluoridating any 
water supply is to reduce dental decay, 
not so much in adults but in children. 
It is felt that any safe measure to reduce 
caries is but one step further in the de- 
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velopment of our civilization. There are, 
however, some selfish individuals who, 
for financial and personal reasons, feel 
that this program may eventually harm 
their business, but fortunately these per- 
sons are few and far between. Dental 
literature is filled with volumes of re- 
search in this field and fluoridation can 
definitely be said to be safe, inexpensive, 
and most advantageous. It has been ad- 
vocated by the American Dental Associa- 
tion, the American Public Health Asso- 
ciation, the National Research Council 
and other responsible bodies. Since fluori- 
dation must remain on a local level be- 
cause the water supply is usually a local 
affair, the city dental organization is 
usually the body to recommend to the 
citizens and the city fathers that the 
fluorine program be initiated. In view 
of the foregoing, the Chicago Dental So- 
ciety advocates the fluoridation of the 
Chicago water supply. 

(4.) I do not like the way the So- 
ciety is run—can’t this be changed? 

By all means, the management of the 
Society’s affairs can, and probably should, 
be changed. However, it must be borne 
in mind that any change in an organiza- 
tion such as ours is gradual and the result 
of considerable work and study. If, for 
instance, you have an idea to improve 
the Society’s organization, you should 
send that idea to the Secretary with your 
plan of action on how it could be put 
into effect. Many individuals have the 
idea that any such suggestions imme- 
diately find their way into the “circular 
file” but this is not so. It is brought to 
the attention of the officers, who, if they 
feel it advisable, bring it up before the 
Board of Directors. They in turn may 
vote on it, or if the idea is of magnificent 
scope, then the directors present it to the 
members of each branch for a vote. If 
the idea relates to one of the committees, 
the particular committee is informed first 
and its chairman.and members in turn 
appear before the board. Please do not 
feel that there is any “inner sanctum” 


that has the final word, for there is none. spokes are missing? The ironical part of 


Feel free at any time to make suggestions 
—they will not be made in vain. 

(5.) Why are the monthly meet- 
ings of the Chicago Dental Society 
so poorly attended? 

Probably because of lack of interest on 
the part of the members. This would be 
due to many things. The first is probably 
that most dentists are now busy and are 
doing quite well financially and feel that 
their present professional knowledge is 
sufficient to have them successfully carry 
on the practice of dentistry. Another 
reason would be that there has been a 
tendency to have specialists give essays at 
these monthly meetings and so we have 
strayed more or less from the “bread and 
butter” type of presentations. The fact 
that some men work nights may have 
some effect, for even though they do 
not have to work on the meeting nights, 
they would like to devote them to their 
families, athletics or some other non- 
dental activity. We know that vital issues 
regarding dentistry draw even less than 
technical subjects. The May 1952 meet- 
ing on Social Security, coupled with the 
inauguration of the new officers, at- 
tracted so few members that it was dis- 
graceful. The attendance at monthly 
meetings can and should be increased, 
but we would like to know how. Any 
suggestions would be deeply appreciated. 

(6.) Is it possible to run the Mid- 
winter Meeting more efficiently? 

It would be easy to do so if it were 
not for the attitude taken by many of 
the members. When the program is set 
up, various individuals are assigned to 
the different committees, the total sum 
of which make up the governing body of 
the Midwinter Meeting. These commit- 
tees meet individually before the con- 
vention to get their duties orientated and 
their part of the program in shape. Ordi- 
narily, a committee of 15 will be lucky 
to have six members present. The same 
thing goes for the Midwinter Meeting 
itself. Many committee members not only 
do not show up, but do not inform the 
chairman of their absence. How can any 
wheel run smoothly when some of the 


this whole problem is that these same 
lackadaisical individuals are usually the 
ones who scream the loudest when some- 
thing doesn’t please them. If you are 
nominated for a certain committee, either 
do a good job or ask to be removed. 

(7.) How much has the Chicago 
Dental Society spent in fighting the 
battle against the illegal practice of 
dentistry? 

Slightly more than one hundred thou- 
sand dollars since the initiating of the 
injunction proceedings in 1949. This in- 
cludes three different phases of the illegal 
picture, revocation proceedings against 
dentists, criminal prosecution of labora- 
tories, and the injunction case itself. 

(8.) I think our dues are too high 
— is it possible to reduce them? 

At this time it is practically impossible 
to reduce the dues. The cost of running 
a dental organization has increased in the 
same proportion as your own office. Rent, 
salaries and general overhead are higher 
now than ever before, and unfortunately 
it appears that they may go even higher. 
So rather than a decrease in dues, we 
can probably expect a slight increase. It 
must be borne in mind that your dues of 
$45.00 are distributed between the IIli- 
nois State, American Dental and Chi- 
cago Dental Societies and no one organi- 
zation gets the lion share—the A.D.A. 
receiving $20.00, the State Society, 
$10.00, and C.D.S. $15.00. However, it 
is easy to understand that the more pay- 
ing members we have, the less will be 
the burden on each individual. Try to 
pay your dues on time, urge your fellow 
members to do likewise, and above all, 
work on the delinquents to pay up. 

(9.) Must the officers and Board 
of Directors have the final say on 

? 

Each officer and each individual mem- 
ber of the Board of Directors has been 
elected by the members of the Chicago 
Dental Society. The officers, being elected 
by the entire membership, carry on the 
actual running of the organization. The 
Board of Directors, being elected by the

WEST SIDE 


At the regular April meeting of our 
Branch it was unanimously decided to 
solicit proxy votes from all the West Side 
members to be presented for voting at 
the State Society meeting in Peoria on 
May 11, 1955. Our Secretary, Irv. Shae- 
witz, received 268 bona fide proxies. Prior 
to the meeting on May 11, the 268 prox- 
ies were deposited with Dr. Paul Clopper, 
Secretary of the State Society, and a re- 
ceipt for these proxies was given to your 
Branch Secretary. 

After Dr. Zwisler opened the meeting, 
stating that he was conducting it under 
Robert’s Rules of Order, a point of order 
was raised and he was requested to state 
the Society’s position on the acceptance 
of proxies. He ruled that he was not 
going to accept proxies. 

Immediately following this ruling, a 
motion to adjourn was made and sec- 
onded. Dr. Zwisler did not act upon the 
motion to adjourn the meeting. 

It is necessary for me to point out that 
anybody that wanted to go into the hall 
was permitted to do so—and, conse- 
quently, a substantial number of non- 
members were present. The Chairman 
made no effort to prevent these people 
from voting on constitutional amend- 
ments. 

Dr. Zwisler was well aware of the 
legality of proxies. A brief history is 
apropos: 
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Two years ago the State Society re- 
fused to accept proxies. 

The February, 1955 issue of the State 
Journal, Vol. 24, No. 2, made it quite 
clear that the Executive Council had 
agreed to accept or honor proxies for 
voting at the annual meeting of the 
Society. 

Mr. Kevin Burke, an attorney, was re- 
tained by the State Dental Society and 
an opinion rendered. At the same time, 
Mr. Howard Greenblatt, assistant Secre- 
tary of the Council on Legislation of the 
A.D.A., also rendered an opinion. Both 


men held that a member must be allowed 
to vote by proxy. (Underlining my own.) 
This appears in the Journal, page 132, 
date May 12, 1954. 

On February 23, 1954, Drs. Zwisler 
and Fell were telephoned by Dr. Clop- 
per, and Drs. Starshak and Opdahl were 
telephoned by the president, Dr. Gresens; 
the telephone vote was unanimous that 
proxies would be accepted if presented: 
(pages 108-109, State Journal, Feb. 2, 
1955, Vol. 24, No. 2). 

On May 24, 1955, the West Side Board

members of each branch, make the poli- 
cies and vote on the various issues at 
hand. So when a director votes, he does 
so in the name of each member of his 
branch. Controversial subjects are carried 
directly to the branch and then to the 
board meetings.

seal and a peripheral seal add to the re- 
tention of a denture. Further covering as 
much area as possible without undue 
pressure to nerve and blood supply will 
give better support. 

If tissues are not displaced they will 
not be a displacing factor when the den- 
ture is in place. It is known that it is 
theoretically impossible to take an im- 
pression of tissue at rest but knowing the 
inaccuracies we should not add to them 
by displacing pressure. 

The peripheral seal is made under very 
slight pressure; however, here the gain is 
greater than the loss. To establish a seal 
the denture borders must always be in 
soft tissue. 

A technique of compound impression 
removal of tray, trimming, relining, pro- 
ducing a periphery and final impression 
with alginate is used. The alginate is 
banded to the impression by applying 
cotton to the compound after wiping 
with chloroform. 

The author advocates placing the dis- 
tolingual border of the lower in soft 
tissue distal to the mylohyoid ridge. The 
anterior lingual border should be formed 
by muscle trimming with normal but not 
excessive tongue movements. 

The palatal seal is located by the 
hamular notch, carrying the border across 
the vibrating line indicated by saying 
“Ah!”—By H. A. Collett. Journal of
